CHAP. SIO. 
AN ACT to am end the village law, In re­ 
lation to taxation and tax sales and 
procedure incidental thereto in certain 
villages. 
Becam e a law April ll, 1914, w ith the 
approval of the Governor. 
Passed, three- 
fifths being present. 
The People of the S tate of New York, 
represented in Senate and Assem bly, do 
en act as follows;

The figure 5 is the key figure, w ith the 
result th at there is never any confu­ 
sion or trouble in locating the baggage 
desired. 
It would be in the co m part­ 
m ent numbered 5. 
This simple plan solves the m ystery 
as to the prompt location of a piece of 
hand baggage when a passenger rolls 
up to the baggage room door in a taxi 
to get the piece of luggage he has had 
checked and has to w ait but a moment 
to o btain it. 
It is a very simple solu­ 
tio n of Ihe trouble th at a few years ago 
annoyed all travelers w ho had to w ait 
for baggage to be transferred from one 
term inal to another in their own con­ 
veyances.—New York Sun.

The easiest way to make fruit butter 
is to cook fruit, press through colan­ 
der, add sugar, ponr in a large crock or 
jar and place in a hot oven.

put on bottom of oven and when it 
commences to boll place a slide under. 
It requires no stirring and does not 
splatter stove or burn the hands and 
makes richer, better butter. 
When 
conning peaches use peelings for but­ 
ter. 
Peelings from one bushel will 
make four quarte of butter.

The largest green 
cucumbers must be used.

Pare and 
slice lengthwise, having the slices an 
eighth of an inch thick. 
Duat w ith 
pepper and s a lt then dip in beaten egg 
yolk diluted with a tablespoon of milk: 
cover with flour and fry until tender1 
and brown. 


Pineapple Dainty. 
Peel and cut a medium sized pine- 
spple into cubes, sdd the Juice of one- 
half a lemon, sweeten to taste; then 
add one-half pound of marshmallows 
cut into quarters. Chill thoroughly fill 
sherbet cups w ith the mixture and gar- 
nlsh with a large spoon of whipped and 
sweetened cream.
